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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 01/12/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In regards to the argument that Redd does not teach initiating a 
telecommunication service to be triggered in response to an event which differs from a 
communicaition setting-up request from a subscriber, the limitation of the present 
invention, reads on the subscriber activating or deactivating the service by a call to a 
system number, which may be a virtual number (col. 5-6 lines 63-2). Thus there is no 
"connection", the subscriber simply calls a virtual number to trigger activation of the 
service. Again, "connection" is normally between two entities. Applicant states that 
Redd does not teach generating a virtual telephone number in a service control point 
after activating the telecommunication service. The limitation of a virtual telephone 
number being generated in a service control point was added to the claims after the 
Final Rejection. This feature changes the scope of the claims, and therefore, will not be 
addressed by the Examiner, due to the fact that it requires further consideration and/or 
search the Examiner. Applicant further argues that Redd does not teach 

using a switching point to transmit the virtual telephone number from the service 
provider to initiate the telecommunication service after the occurrence of the event. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. Redd does teach using a switching 
point (SSPs 11,13,15, and 1 7) to transmit the virtual telephone number from the 
service provider to initiate the telecommunication service after the occurrence of the 
event (col. 9 lines 21-42, col. 11 lines 35-48, and col. 13 lines 7-11). 
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
